We must b»?ar )n mind that automobile ac- 
cidents have not reached their pnak for the 
year oncp the much publlrlzcrt i.<\}^ot <\ny 
week-end traffic 'oil Is prist. 

Last yenr, Sept. 30 •was observed as Traffic 
MemorJaJ day In various communities from 
coast to coast for two main reasons. One rea- 
son was to correct the erroneous Impression 
that automoblJe accidents reach their peak 
on Labor day and decline throughout the 
remainder of the yefir. 

The other reason was to make the public 
realize that the most tragic montha on our 
highways, In fact, are always October, No- 
vember and December. In these - three 
months last year, automobile accidents 
claimed the appalling, almost Incredible, toll 
of 10,910 killed and approximately a half 
million injured In the United States. 

So, Instead of taking for granted that 
present fatality statistics In Magic Valley 
point to an actual total reduction In lives 
- lost at the year's end, let's bear In mind 
that we are now entering the most hazardous 
time of the year for highway fatalities. 
■ The Automobile Safety association rec- 
ommends that Traffic Memorial day. In 1952 
be observed by press, radio and television, as 
well as In the pulpit, school room and Bt 
public gatherings. States, cities and towns 
are asked to call for 30 seconds of silence 
and prayer at midday and everyone Is ex- 
horted to do his or her share In bringing tiia 
national tragedy of automobile accidents im- 
der control. 

The association further recommends that 
special consideration be given to the need to 
make the automobile itself safer to operate. 
If any other man-made machine — the electric 
or gas stove used In kitchens throughout 
our country, lor instance— were Involved In 
accidents killing tens of thousands and In- 
juring approximately two million persons a 
year, the association reasons, surely every-' 
one would insist, that the machine be made 
safer to operate. 

But whether the people of Magic Valley 
do anything about observing Traffic Memo- 
rial day or supporting various other recom- 
mendations for greater traffic safety, there 
Is one thing they shpulti keep In mind. Every 
last one ot>-us, all up and down the line, 
must redouble our efforts between now and 
the end of the-yunr, it we are going to .^how 
any apprecltible reduction In the number of 
lives lost on our highways. 

That's a responsibility we all should fulfill 
without fail.

"educational" under the same title, 
Bome ot tthlch were .sold to the state 
dcpartmcut In which he served a 
term as assistant secretary of Infor- 
mation and cultural affairs.
